are also the same as those 
caused by injuries to the neck 
and spinal joints. However, on 
initial examination, guided by 
the history. given by the 
patient, a TMJ problem can be 
differentiated from a spinal 
problem. In fact, they may co- 
exist together as there is no 
rule that states а patient can 
have only one problem at a 
time. 

As the spine can be adjusted, 
so too can the temporo- 
mandibular joint. Both are 
adjusted to restore proper 
motion and function and to 
eliminate irritation of the “pain 
sensing” nerves. The adjust- 
ment of the TMJ involves cor- 
rection of the jaw alignment 
itself, either by hand or with an 
activator instrument and then 


balancing the muscles of masti- 
cation (jaw muscles) which may * 
have been the cause or a reac- 
tion to the cause of the TMJ 
dysfunction. 

Should chiropractic treat- 
ment fail to provide correction, 
then a referral to a TMJ spe- 
cialist is appropriate. Тһе den- 
tal specialist is normally an 
orthodontist who specializes in 
cranio-mandibular orthopedics. 
The treatment then involves 
splinting of the joint and other 
therapies. This treatment, 
while very effective, tends to 
take a long time and requires a 
lot of patience.

One of the more unusual hur- 
ricanes in Florida history 
occurred in November of 1935 
when the "Yankee Hurricarie" 
hit Miami. This 95 mph storm 
claimed 19 lives and caused 
over $5 million in damages. 


The "Yankee · Hurricane" 
formed roughly one thousand 
miles due east of Cape 


Hatteras, North Carolina on 
October 30. It headed west for 
several days before taking an 
unexpected turn to the south 
on November 2. Two days later, 
Miami was hit by a hurricane 
coming from the north!
